Olympic  wrestling,  slightly  different  from  the  wrestling  known  by  most,  is  played.  Each  player  is 
given  a  position  in  which  they  must  use  either  all  defensive  or  all  offensive  holds.  There  are  no 
punishing  holds  allowed,  such  as  the  hammerlock  or  strangle  holds. 

Skill  and  moves  in  taking  and  pinning  a  man  earns  points.  The  player  with  the  most  points  wins  the 
round.  There  are  only  three  periods  lasting  two  or  three  minutes  each,  with  a  count  of  two  when  pinned. 
Special  Olympic  Mats  are  used. 

A  trophy  for  each  weight  class  will  be  presented  by  the  B.A.A.  at  the  end  of  the  season. 

This  year  S.C.I.T.S.  was  introduced  to  interschool  wrestling  by  Mr.  J.  Passingham.  However,  for  its 
first  year  the  team  did  quite  well.  Top  men  are  Frank  Guerrette  (148  lb.)  with  18  wins  and  Tom  Ellenor 
(unlimited)  with  18  wins,  both  out  of  20  matches.  Wrestling  will  continue  in  the  years  to  come,  event- 
ually taking  WOSSA  and  going  on.  The  rest  of  the  members  of  the  team  are:  Harry  Lausman  1 06,  Dusty 
Bartly  106,  Morris  Arsenault  115,  Paul  Laur  123,  Glen  White  130,  Bob  Pezzin  130,  Dave  McCracken  136, 
Ed  Huston  141,  Joe  Toms  157,  Bob  Vandervies  168,  Jan  Prozorowicz  178.
